But the were dead serious, and when the 
headed out, 1 went to the cabin and climbed uP 
in my bunk. 


T+ took me a while to fall asleep, and right 
when T started to doze off, my cabinmates burst 
through the door. 
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Believe it or not, those fools had actually managed 
to catch a fish. They scooped one right out of 
the river using Jeffrey's shirt as a NET.
